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GENERAL PROVISIONS—THIS TITLE

SEC. 201. The Assistant Secretary of Commerce for
Communiecations and Information (Assistant Secretary),
in consultation with the Federal Communications Com-
mission (Commission) (and, with respect to rural areas,
the Secretary of Agriculture), shall establish a national
broadband service development and expansion program in
conjunction with the technology opportunities program,
which shall be referred to the Broadband Technology Op-
portunities Program. The Assistant Secretary shall ensure
that the program compliments and enhances and does not
conflict with other Federal broadband initiatives and pro-
grams.

(1) The purposes of the program are to—
